Balt has appointed an Id.Tho Falls en- 
gineer to head the state’s Id^o Na- 
tional Engineering Laboratory Over- 
sight Program, but Ketchum and 
Cocur d'Alene Democratic lawmakers 
question the move. 

Robert Ferguson has been senior en- 
gineer at Science Applications Interna- 
tional Corp. since 1993. He was se- 
lected Friday to succeed Steve Hill, 
who contributed SSOO to the gubema- 
toridl campaign of Bait’s Democratic 
opponent in lost year’s election, Larry 
EchoHawk. 

Batt asked for Hill’s resignation and

Ferguson has been a member of the 
team preparing the environmental im- 
pact statement for U.S. Department of 
Energy handling of radioactive waste 
at the INEL. Since 1981 he also has 
been vice president of LRS Consul- 
tants Inc., working with nuclear utility 
companies to improve (heir operating 
safe^. 

“In Bob Ferguson, we will finally 
have someone who has been a key 
player in the operations at the INEL," 
Batt said . " Mr. Ferguson will be In- 
stiumental in providing tins adminis' 
tration with a detailed understanding 
of how the site operates. I also believe 
he con increase clout in stopping fur- 
ther spent fuel shipments to INEL." 

But in light of Bait's Jon. 12 deci- 
sion to allow eight additional ship- 
ments of spent Navy reactor fuel into 
Idaho under the provisions of a 1993 
federal court agreement, two Demo- 
cratic state senators were skeptical 
about Ferguson's connections with the 
INEL. 

“It seems awfully convenient to 
me,^' Sen. Clint Stennett, D-Ketchum, 
said. "I thought the INEL Oversight 
Program was designed to be the 
watchdog for the state of Idaho, not a 
political position." 

Sen. Mary Lou Reed, D*<poeur 
d'Alene, hinted that Batt may be 
pre])anng fbr a possible finding in the 
environmental impact statement that 
Idaho faces no danger if it accepts 
even more nuclear waste for storage at 
the INEL. 


Lawmakers do

CHEYENNE. Wyo. — The only good 
wolf is a dead wolf in the eyes of Roger 
Huckfcldt, whose chair in the Wyoming 
House of Representatives is adorned with an 
Alaskan wolf pelL 

“That may be the only good wolf we have 
up here," says Huckfcldt, a buffalo' rancher” 
from Torrington in eastern Wyoming. He 
has proposed a SSOO bounty on wolves that 
stray from Yellowstone Park, their new 
home. 

A week after the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service transplanted 12 wolves in Yellow- 
stone and central Idaho, the legislatures in 
Wyoming, Montana, Idaho and Colorado are 
giving the federal government a pie» of 
their minds. Seventeen more wolves are on 
the way, and 30 will be introduced each year 
— untila-viablc'brecding’populationisestab-— 
lished. 

Legislators are invoking states’ rights to 
counteract or control the program, even 
...though .some ofthcir.propc«nls.likcly.violatc . 
feder^ law. 

Idaho legislators are worldng on a plan for 
the state to take over management of the 
wolves released. Some livestock growers 
opposed it because they feared it might 
thwart their effort to stop the reintroduction 
plan altogether.

Growth from Micron shouldn’t 



cause fear for-vaUey-s future 


Fears of the breakneck population 
growth a microchip plant ml^t bring 
lose their horror when viewed in the 
cold light of analysis. 

. Experts at JUB Engineers and Ida- 
ho Power Co. predict that the Magic 
Valley’s population will grow a lot 
over the next 15 years or sp_- with- 
out or without the 3,500 jobs contem- 
plated by Micron Technology Inc. 

Micron’s arrival would accelerate 
that ^wth, of course. But the accel- 
eration won’t give anyone whiplash.: 
Here are the numbers: 

• Idaho Power’s John Church csti- 
— raates~Jeromc-and-Twin-Falls coun-- 
tics will grow about 1.47 percent a 
year, between now and 2010, if Mi- 
cron doesn’t come. 


uren ana otner analysts say 
Micron’s arrival could boost that fig- 
ure to 2.9 percent a year. (That’s an 
absolute top-end estimate, but let’s 
use it for the sake of argument.) 

Without a doubt, 2.9 percent annu- 
al growth is a lot of new people - 
33,000 of them vallcywide. Supply- 
ing the necessary homes, streets, 
schools and sewer lines would take 
some doing. 

But even that kind of ^wth is far 
from unheard-of. The city of Twin 
Falls has grown about 4 percent a 
year since 1990 - faster than the 
most extreme projection of Micron’s 
valleywidc effects. 

Granted, not everyone has enjoyed 
Twin Falls’ recent growth. Folks 
grumble about traffic on Blue Lakes 
Boulevard and other symptoms of 
expanding population. But so far 
we've weathered the changes without 
any social meltdowns. ^ 

And we likewise could weather the 
changes brought by Micron's arrival. 

Bear in mind, not all that growth 
would take place in Twin Falls, Mi- 
cron is looking at two sites: one near 
Highway 93 in Jerome County, the 


other near the Hansen Bridge. Either 
site would likely scatter population 
growth up and down Interstate 84. 

The strongest impact probably 
would be felt in smaller towns such 
as Eden and Hazleton, which could 
sec community life reshaped and 
reinvigqratcd by new residents. 

Jo our way of thinking, however, 
the amount of growth Micron might 
bring is less significant than the -k/nd 
of growth. 

Last year in Idaho, the average an- 
nual pay of full-time workers in elec- 
tronics manufacturing was $39,251. 

— That’s-ncarly double-the average for 
Idahoans as a whole, and way above 
other kinds of local manufacturing 
wages. 


.Magic Valley; 

• The potential creation of a pros- 
perous middle class of skilled wage 
earners, something the valley has 
never seen to any significant degree. 
Such people, from a demographic 
viewpoint, are-some of the most like- 
ly citizens to be involved in civic af- 
fairs and work on community pro- 
jects.

So much has been said pro and con about a 
possible site for a Micron production facility in 
Twin Foils County and, more specifically, S to 
7 miles east of Ftills City by the Hansen . 

So much has been said, but so little has 
been said regarding the tax-increment fmonc- 
ing aspect of the proposal and what effect this 
will have finonci^y, economically end politi- 
cally on the area, its taxpayers and the taxing 
districts; for example, spools, highway dis- 
tricts, Twin Falls Ci^, Twin Falls Coun^, etc.

.There is one group of

industrial jobs that once defmed 
'working America, the less likely • 
they are ever to share in the 
t^onal wealth. - 
That's true regardless of a work* 
er's race, sex or age. But the facts 
are driven home most diamntically 
' among those woikcts who once 
■ prospered by the sweat of their 
brows - prime-age males uitb less 
•• than a high school education. 

Plant closings have become so ’ 


■ obvious to note that low-skill, 
high-wage manufacturing jobs are 
dimppearing. But it takes a while 
for those realities to become 
embedded in the nation's employ- 
ment patterns. 

Only recently has a iluny of 
smdics begun to reflect these 
changes, llie results ore disturb- 
ing. 

Most statistics - and all of the 
attention from politicians - focus 
on the unemployed, especially the 
hard-core unemployed. 

Byt it is the employed, especial- 
ly the hard-core employed, who 
make American life hmetion. 

They produce the goods, provide 
the s^ces, pay the taxes, fe^ the 
families, raise the children. It's the 
traditional breadwinner’s role, and 
until very recently, almost every 
adult male performed it 
In the I970s,just under 80 per- 
cent of men age 22 to 5$ worked 
full time (35 hours a week), year 
round (50 weeks a year) in at least 
SoutoflOycors. Inthe 1980s, the 
number dropped to 70 percent 
Even taken as a part ofthe 
whole working population, the ' 
decrease is drunatic. But the 
decline of solid, uninterrupted 
work patterns among less^ucat- 
ed, low-skill mole workers is even 
more startling.

Rose points out that high 
school dropouts Mnstituie just 15 
percent of the total labor force. 
But that’s still a lot of lives, and 
for (hem, the loss of job stability 
meon^ the loss of middle-class 
ospimtions. 

“In the past, even dropouts 
found a niche for Uicmselves, and 
when they did, they could move, . 
ahead into the middle class," Rose 
says. ‘Today, It's extremely difR-‘ 
cult for less-sidlled workers to 
prosper in that way over their 
work careers." 

Rose’s research indicates that 
most of the loss in overall comings 
con be attributed to the lack of 
continuous work, rather than to 


tow wages. In the 70s, 5 1 percent 
of the men in the lowest comings 
quintile worked fidl time; in the 
'80s, only 30 percent did. So the 
lowest wage earners simply found 
less work at any wage. 

Another study, by Princeton 
professor Henry Foibcr, shows 
that job duration declined in 
lockstep. In 1973, men in the 
most stable woridng years, age 
45 to 54, with less dian a high 
school education had a median 
job duration of 9.3 years. By 
1 987, job stability hod barely 
declined, to 9.1 years. But in 
1991, it fell off the cliff, to 6.9 - - 
years. By 1993, itwasal^e 
way down to 5.5 years. ' 

In the some period, job duration 
for men with college degrees went 
up two years. In Rose’s studies, 
too. college-educated men ^peri- 
enced stable employment during 
the lost TWO dec^es. Thrcc-founhs 
of them saw their incomes rise in 
the ‘80s. The average earnings of 
one-half of high sch^I dropouts ' . 
declined. 

The bottom line is that in a post- 
industrial Konomy, the poorer, a 
worker's Vacation, the poorer his 
prospects. Period. 

Nothing else is as likely to keep 
him from becoming a pr^uctive, 
taxpaying citizen.

Williams has four previous 
<;onvictions for various crimes, 
'including two for robbery and 
attempted robbery, that make 
him eligible for the 25-yeor-to- 
life sentence contained in the 
“three strikes” law that took 
effect last year. Sentencing is 
scheduled for Feb. 22.

The survey, by the Hay Group 
showed the average salary for a full 
professor at Idaho’s three univeisities 
to be about SI 1,000 below the inatket 
average of comparable institutions. 

The comparison of associate and 
ossistaht professors has Idaho 
salaries about $6,000 below the 
average, and instructors about 
$1,000 under the market price. 

“I think this substantiates what we 


have known, oi^ what other studies 
have pointed out all along,*! 
Professor Bonnie Hulstrand said. 
"We are below the average.” 
Hulstrand, president of the 
Faculty-Council at Idaho, said the 
Legislature needs to take notice. 

The board’s survey produced sim- 
ilar results to one in &e fall by the 
‘American Federadon of Teachers. 

That survey covered only faculty 
at Idaho. In the 1994-95 review, lull

POCATELLO (AP) — A divided 
Pocatello City Council has approved a 
controversial proposal to rename a two- 
block area of Teny Street for sUdn civil 
ri^ts leader Martin Luther King Jr. 

The council voted 3*2 on 
Thuraday night after nearly on hour 
of sometimes emotional testimony. 

Mayor Peter Angsladt cost the tic- 
breaking vote to rename the street in 
an area near Idaho Slate University. 
The council also voted unanimously 
to name a new multi-lane corridor 
east of Interstate IS for.King. 

‘.’I think it sends a message that 
Pocatello is a community that 
ei^oys the diverse people that live in 
it -and that ore an active port of our 
community," local human rights 
' activist John Puree said. 

‘To me, it was something that was 
the right thing to do,” Angstadt said. 

■ M ost of the oppo sition to renom- 
ing Terry Street came from the fam- 
ily of Alfred Howe Terry, a Civil 
War hero who died in 1890. 

’ Norman Rademacher, who said 
about 1 00 members of the Teny fomi- 
ly'still live in the city, argued that 
changing the street’s name was like 
trying to change Pocatello’s history. 

“Are we not one of Pocatello’s 


oldest families?" Rademacher 
asked. k 

Supporters of the proposal argued 
that iGng deserved the recognition 
because of his peaceful work for 
civil rights. 

“This is something that should 
have been done a long time ago,” 
said Tina Albritton-McGill. "We’re 
looking at a man who was a great 
person.” 

But Kurtis Olson, Bannock 
County coordinator of the Idaho 
Citizens Alliance, argued against 
the move. He said King espoused 
Marxism, supported -the North 
Vietnamese during the Vietnam 
War and used divisive and danger- 
ous tactics to further his causes. 

Afier .the vote, Olson criticized 
supporters of the name change. 

“They had total disregard for the 
feelings and sentiment of the Terry 
family descendants, ”TTe said, "ihot 
shows you the true colors of the 
African American community and 
their allies.”

Quake gave victims no place to hide 


KOBE, Japan (AP) — Dawn was a half-hour 
-away.-The city-would soon awaken and drcss-for- 
wori^ ^rd for rush hour, get ready for school. 

Taxi driver .Hitoshi Suzuki was on his way home 
from a long night plying the streets of Osaka, Jape’s 
second-latest city. Together with the western cidK^ 
of Kobe and Kyoto, it makes yp a sprawling, densely ' 
packed metropolis of 16.5 million people. 

It was Tue^y, Jan. 17. Just another winter week- 
day, Suzuki was thinking. 

He was wrong. 

At 5:46 a.m., one year to the day after Japan was 
watching televised scenes of a huge earthquake in 
southern California, a shallow fault line ronninga 
under Kobe’s harbor snapped. 

The resulting quake h^ a magnitude of 7.2. On 
the Japanese intensiQr scale, whi^ measures. how a 
quake is felt in different locadons, it was ranked 7, 
the top level, in Kobe. , 

People de^bed it as a series of thundering hori- 
zontal lurches — forward and back, forward and 
bock. The violent shaking lasted,20-seconds.- 

The quake was unusual in that instead of becom- 
ing stronger as it went on, the first Jolts were the 
most destructive. 

That meant there was no warning, no chance to 
wake up and get to a sheltered part of the house 
before the qualu reached its full intensity. Near the 
fault, within three seconds walls began' to buckle, 
roofs to cave in. and gas, water and power lines to 
burst ' 

“All of a sudden it was like being at sea," Suzuki 
said. “1 was terrified that the road would swullow me 
up.” Osaka was largely sptued. Not so Kobe, a hilly, 


Within minutes of the quake, the phones at local 
.Eie stations began to ring. Soon, what remained of 
the phone Q'stem would lx overwhelmed. 

After crawling out from under the rubhie, many 
people immediately turned their' attention to saving 
others. 

“All of us who were alive got together and started 
pulling others out,” said Yukiji Molsui, a housewife 
in the Kobe suburb of Nishinomiya. But the flames 
quickly drove bock would-be rescuers. 

FirefighteTS moved swiftly into action, only to fmd 
that the quake hod ruptured water lines supplying 
Kobe and its suburbs from the nearby Yodo River. 
Hoses went dry until water could be pumped from 

J . smaller rivers or from the ocean into tanker trucks, 
then transferred to Ere en^es that needed refilling 
IQ every 10 minutes. Controlling fires became the prior- 
ity, shovels the main tool. 

With the light of morning, the extent of the disas- 
ter be^ to become more apparent. Television net- 
works threw out regular sch^ulcs for live reports, 
which lasted the rest of the day. 

The first news of deaths came in two hours after 
the quake. The numbers were relatively small at first:

In an age when violence for 
many kids is what they see in car- 
‘ toons or on video game screens, 
some experts are alarmed at how 
children will view the 0 J. proceed- 
ings. Cynthia Gray, who runs the 
Miami Beach, Flo.:based Cynpozi- 
.um Inc., which teaches Idds how to 
view TV critically, points to the re- 
action of a 9-year-oId South Miami, 
Fla., boy who, hit by a car and 
slightly injured, was shocked that 
the accident created actual physical 
pain. 

“He expected it to be fun and en- 
tertaining; exactly what -TV car- 
toons always told him it would be.” 

Others say the equation isn't that 
simple. 

“Studies on violence and its ef- 
fects on children show that, as with 
everything else important, it de- 
pends,” says Miami child psycholo- 
gist Bar^ Nierenberg. On what? 
“A combination of the developmen- 
tal age of the child, their own per- 
sona! history with violence, 
whether they’re easily upset, do 
they have nightmares or lau^ it 
off." 

“I wouldn’t recommend parents 
letting their children watch,” says 
Melanie Revman, principal of Coral 


GflDies IH&.j bicmentary bcnooi. 
“All the TV stations have become 
tabloids. They almost romanticize it 
because he was a sports hero. I 
don’t think it’s on appropriate topic 
for kids.” 

She doesn’t think kids have real- 
ly been paying much attention to 
OJ. on lV — at least not yet 
Gray disagrees. "We gave a pro- 
gram last summer at Bay Harbor 
Elementary School for second-to- 
fourth graders.

Child psychologist Roni Leider- 
man Corbett of the Nova/Southeast- 
em University Family Center in 
Davie, Fla., agrees: “It’s not going 
to.be completmy avoidable.” 

- So what can parents do? First, 
jecognize whether your child is 
nearing about the trim and is upset 
by it. 

“You have to be sensitive to your 
child's cues, if you sec their behav- 
ior changing, they have nightmares 
or fears that haven't come up be- 
fbre, changes'in sleeping panems,”. 
Leiderman Corbett says. 

And if kids ask questions, answer 

—them. ^ 

“If the question is raised,” says 
Nierenberg, “it’s appropriate to 
have a heart-to-heart about family 
violence. Then,' you can bring up 
the things that are important to you, 
rather than letting them watch it on- 
their own and come up with God: 
knows-what”

portant to make them understand 
that not every time a mom and dad

Star to disappear beMnd 
moon Monday morning 


TWIN FALLS — If you’re awoke 
in the small hours of Monday morn- 
ing, take a moment to look at the 
southeastern sky. If there are no 
riouds, you'll be rewarded by a phe- 
nomenon that you rarely see. 

According to Forrest Ray, presi- 
dent of the Magic Valley 
Astronomical Socie^, the bright star 
Spica will pass behind the moon — 
on event called an occultatiori. 

"Spica’s light will be blocked by a 
nearly half moon," Ray explained. 
“This event can be viewed in your 
back yard. One doesn't need binocu- 
lars, nora telescope, for Spica shines 


at first magnitude." 

But to ^once this depth-percep- 
tion event, Ray said binoculars or a 
telescope con ^ helpful. 

"Spica appearing from the dark 
side of the moon will be quite spec- 
tacular." 

The star will disappear on the 
bright side of the moon about 2:55 
a.m., he said, with the moon at about 
23 degrees above the southeastern 
horizon. 

Spica will reappear at 4:10 a.m. 
on &e dork side of the moon, with 
the moon at approximately 33 
dc^ees above the horizon. ^ -

Instead, the cvciy-othcr-month publication

ones caring for parents, children and — 
.often on a back bumcr — themselves, .their 
spouses and careers. 

^ To understand the term “sandwich genera- 
tion,’’ picture a family sandwich: The older 
generation is the top slice of bread, the' 
younger is the bottom slice. • 

Spread between the two — sometimes 
very thinly — are the 35- to 65-year-olds. 

"There are no foie models for this,” says 
pirol Abaya, founder and publisher of The 


Sondvdeh Generation, from her New Jersey 
ofllce. *Tf you’re a parent you know what 
society exp^ you to do. If you're a grand- 
parent or brother or sister, you know what 
you’re e:^pccted to do. But nobody’s told 
you how to be a parent to'youf parent and 
that’s a diflicult thing.” 

Four years ago, she found out for herself 
Her mother, at 85, threw out her back while 
shoveling snow. Medication mode her sicker 
and she spent several months in the hospital. 
She was mentally competent, but unable to 
take care of evetyday tasks. 

• She had designated no power of attorney, 
so Abaya had to track down her mother’s 
various bank accounts. She brought a notary 
public to her mother’s bedside to transfer 
power from her mother to herself. 

Abaya's public-rclatimis business went by 
the wayside so she could handle her moth- 


er’s real-estate business. Abaya’s sister, a 
registered nurse, left her husband and their 
home in Florida to spend five weeks in New 
Jersey. 

“We were lucky the doctors were very 
good,” Abayn rays. “But my sister had to 
track down cvciybody else, like physical 
therapists. It was like fighting City Hall to 
get services that were needed and that our 
mother was.entided to.” 

The next year, when Abaya was able to 
come up for air, she realized other people 
probably were going through — or would go 
through — what she and her fomily had 
expericiiced. So she started The Sandwich 
Generation as a localized guide to various 
resources.- 

By the end of 1993, people in six states 
were subscribers. A year ago, she began 
expanding nationally and now estimates 


readership at almost 50,000. 

In her research, she found that people miss 
more work dealing with their parents’ prob- 
lems than they do their children’s. She 
knows The Sandwich Generation can’t solve 
those problems. But she ho{KS its articles — ' 
on evciyihing from dealing with anger at the 
situation to deciding where Mom and Dad 
should live — can help. 

One of her main concerns is the future of 
the Sandwich Generation. It will only gel 
worse, she says, unless health care becomes 
more affordable for cveiyonc. 

Women, the traditional carc-givere, wilL 
have to give up their jobs to care for a parent 
or in-law. That means less financial security 
for them and their own families — now and 
in their own retirement. ^ 

“There arc emotional issues," says Abaya, 
who has no children of her own but who 


raised her two nieces. "How do you become 
a parent to your parent? How do you help 
them maintain their .self-dignity and self- 
image and don't get burned out yourself?" 

One mistake many children make is trying 
to lake over their parents' lives. Remember 
parents arc adults, Abaya says. Give them 
choices. Let them decide, for instance, who 
will have power of attorney. And do it soon, 
when they’re mentally able to decide what’s 
best for them. 

“As you do with a child, your objective is 
to get them as independent os possible, give 
them emotional support and help them make 
decisions that arc good for them," Abaya 
says.

Contamination 
in the 

Vadose Zone. 


Agencies Make Decision To 
Extract, Treat Organic Vapors 


• ,r^e IJ^pepmurient (^Energy, V^. Environmeiual Protection Agency, and state of Idaho have signed a 
' Record decision, agrluuig 'id extract and treat organic vapors trapped beneath the Radioactive Waste 
Management Complex. This Record of Decision is available/or public review at arty cf the locations listed below. 


The area of cemtamination addressed in the Record of Decision is referred to as the Urganic wwiarilUiaUUn 
in the Vadose ^tie (Operable Unit 7-08). The contamination is a result of non-radioacUve volatile organic 
compounds, released from buried waste (i.e., solvents and industrial degreasers), that have vaporized and 
migrated into the vadose zone — the area between the land surface and water table. The primary reason for 
the agencies’ decision was the concern that these organic vapors could adversely impact human health and 
the environment. Sampling indicates that a small quantity of these contaminants has already reached the 
aquifa— in quantities lower than the state of Idaho safe drinking water standards. Organic compounds that 
were identified as contaminants of concern associated with the organic contamination in the vadose zone are 
carlton tetrachloride, ictrachlorocthylcnc, trichloroethylene, and 1,1,1-uichloroclhane. 

Va^r vacuum extraction technology, which uses a high-pressure vacuum system to extract vapors from the 
ground, was tested successfully in 1993 at the Radioactive Waste Management Complex. Based on these 
■ suctessful results, the agencies approved the vapor vacuum extraction treatment as the preferred remedial 
me*od in the Record of Decision. This technology would be implemented by using the existing well that 
supj)oitcd the 1993 tests and five additional vapor extraction wells to be used to remove organic viqxja 
Ext^ted vapors will be treated by catalytic oxidation at the surface to destroy the organic contaminants. . 
The estimated cost for implementing this trcaunenl method is S1Z9 million.- A contract to design, build, 
and operate the vapor vacuum extraction treatment unit will be awarded in March 1995.

I T ISN’T MUCH OF A PLACE

With both sides aware oflwo's mill 
tary worth, a collision was inevitable 
What no one dipected was its ferocity.

■Corps..one.oCthe jopstlcrriblc battles 
in its 219-year history: 60,000 Marines 
landed on Iwo; 23,000 would be lolled or 
wounded. Of tto 22,000 Jqrooese defend- 
ing the place, only 1000 would survive. 

We invaded Iwo Tima on RA. 19, 1945 
— ^50 years ago next month. 

In recent months. I’ve tracked down 
some of those who fought there to find 
out bow thQ' remember Iwo:^-’aDd what 
has happened to them since. Among 
them were one of the men awarded the 
Medal of Honor for Iwo, a Navy nurse 
and a two-term state l^^huoc Ato there 
was Joe Rosenthal, the AssbciatedEiess . 
photographer who took periraps the 
most famous combat picture in history: 
the flag-raising atop Mount Suriba^ 
by five Marines and aNavy corpstnart 

It struck me that, despite Iwo's hor- 
rors, these people returned borne and re- 
entered Arnerican life almost seamless- 
ly-completing educations, marrying, 
building families, building lives. They’d 
come through bell and out the odrer side.
